“Tex’’ Moore, official cowboy a r­ 
tist of Texas, has just returned from 
Wichita, Kansas, where he attended 
the Chisholm Trail Jubilee. 
Mr. and Mrs. Moore made the trip 
by automobile with Mrs. Moore do­ 
ing all the driving. 
Mr. Moore has ridden the much 
iscuesed Chisholm 
Trail 
m ar 
times, he told a Herald reporter who 
interviewed him. According to him, 
the trail was originally named for 
Jesse Chisum and a New Mexico 
cattleman by the name of John 
Chisholm cot all the fame for the 
founding of the famed cattle trail 
from Texas to the rail centers of 
Kansas. 
The local artist didn’t know Chism, 
but his father did and Tex is sure 
that the confusion which arose in 
getting the two names mixed was 
not Intentional by John Chisholm. 
Tex’s father was the first man to 
drive a herd of cattle from Texas to 
Abilene, Kansas, which was ut that 
time the western limit of the rail 
road. Tex drove1 his first cattle over 
the Chism trail in 1879 to Dodge City 
and also made two other trips to 
that western Kansas cattle and rail 
hub. 
Mr. Moore's past is as colorful as 
any character in a western magazine. 
He was a Texas Ranger under Cap­ 
tain Bill McDonald and still carries 
a .44 slug in his leg to prove it. He 
also w’as an Indian scout under the 
comand of General George Crook, 
serving in the second Geronimo 
campaign. 
He first started his career as a 
painter when Frederick Remington, 
old-time cowboy artist, praised his 
work and urged him to continue it. 
He also was backed by another cow­ 
boy artist. Charles Russel of Mon- 
tant. He is now the last of the only 
three cowboy artists in 
existance. 
iie has had hins work displayed all 
over the country and his paintings 
can be found all over the world. He 
consertatively estimates that he has 
painted at least 3,000 pictures. 
Moore is a life member of the Old- 
Time Texas Cowboy Association and 
has been honored by the Texas state 
legislature in naming him the “Of­ 
ficial Cowboy Artist of Texas.” 
Mr. and Mrs. Moore 
spent 
the 
summer in Montana. 
Tex went 
to the Jubilee in hopes of finding 
another old-time cowboy like him­ 
self with whom he could recall stor­ 
ies of the old West. 
He was crippled many years ago 
when a government wagon ran over 
his foot, but that doesn’t detour him 
'rom his work. He is still very ac­ 
tive although in his 80*s, and can 
spin a yam with the best of them. 
He still paints and his favorite past­ 
time is a quiet game of solitaire.

With Synthetics 


Foreign efficiency and production 
pose a great threat right now to the 
American 
cotton industry, E. D. 
White, assistant to the secretary of 
agriculture, 
informs 
the 
Jones 
County Farm Bureau and bureau 
members. 


White declares that despite today’s 
favorable position of the U. S. cot­ 
ton industry, “there still exists a 
destructive threat to cotton.” 


“Ceaselessly, day by day,” White 
says, “this competition is gnawing 
away at thhe very foundation on 
which 
cotton 
rests. 
Rising 
ef­ 
ficiency and increased production 
of foreign cotton and of domestic 
and foreign synthetic fibers” are 
the greatest threat. 


“The once vast stocks of cotton 
held by the Commodity Credit Cor­ 
poration have disappeared, primarily 
because of the post-war development 
of export markets.” White continues. 
“Holding of these foreign markets 
in the face of destructive competi­ 
tion presents a real challenge to 
every farm bureau and to the in­ 
genuity of America.” 
The official points out that the 
Department of Agriculture “n cog­ 
nizes that increased industrialization 
of tin South would greatly decrease 
the possibility' of a substantial social 
problelm arising from the complete 
mechanization of cotton ” 
WI lite urges that any unskilled 
laborers in Jones or other counties 
displaced in mechanization of cotton 
be ie tamed and relocated in other 
segments of southern agriculture.

Feed County Soil 
For Fatter Crops, 
Agent Is Urging 


“Food the land and fatten the 
crops.” 
Th fit's the slogan which H. C. 
stanley Jr., county agent, would like 
to see in operation on every farm in 
County County. 
Stanley brings the slogan to at­ 
tention now because it’s time to 
“feed the land” with winter legumes, 
which help 
furnish soil fertility 
that fattens the crops. 
Winter legumes can be planted, 
says Stanley, as soon as there is 
enough moisture in the soil to work 
it properly. 
Legume seed that has been in­ 
oculated has produced the best crop 
of green manure. Stanley says th at 
proper seed inoculation is a neces­ 
sary phase of legume growing, if 
the producer wants to get the most 
benefit from his winter cover crop. 
Fertilization is just as necessary, 
says the county agent, in areas 
where Soils and rainfall will make 
good use of the fertilizer. 
On the better types cf Jones 
County soils Stanley recommends 
200 to 400 pounds of 20 per cent 
super-phosphate per acre, or its 
equivalent, while on light, sandy 
.soils and old fields, it will take 300 
to 400 pounds of 0-14-7 commercial 
fertilizer per acre to get the job 
done. 
Stanley labels winter legume grow., 
ing one of the biggest steps in the 
, current 
7-Step 
Cotton 
Program 
i which thousands of Texas farmers 
I are carrying on in the state. The 
7-Step Program, a balanced cotton 
farming plan, includes “soil im ­ 
provement,” and inoculated, ferti­ 
lized legumes, turned under pre­ 
ceding cash crops, 
is a money­ 
making scil improvement step. 
The agent is urging oJnes Coun­ 
ty farmers to obtain their legume 
seed, fertilizer and inoculant and be 
ready for legume planting when 
soil moisture permits. 


County Agent Asks 
Farmers to Clean lip 
Rubbish on Premises 


County Agent H. C. Stanley Jr. 
warned Jones County farmers to 
dispose of rubbish accumulations 
promptly. 
“Otherwise," the agent 
said, “the waste material may dry 
out and become ideal tinder for a 
discarded match or stray spark.’ 
Many 
farmers, 
burdened 
with 
farm chores, are apt to let piles of 
rubbish, leaves and grass lie around 
for weeks, the county agent stated. 
“Disposal of this waste should come 
under the heading of farm 'house­ 
cleaning’. Not only are the piles a 
definite fire hazard, but they are 
unsightly and often breed disease.” 
Piles of moist mr.aure and other ’ 
rubbish have been knowrn to ignite 
>y spontaneous combustion, he point­ 
ed out. “Very often farmers ‘touch 
off’ the piles by uncovering the 
damp underlayers. 
On being ex­ 
posed to the air, the piles catch on 
fire.” 
“Because of the fire hazard that 
is always present around such piles, 
farmers should keep approved fire 
extinguishers handy,” Fowler added. 
“Extinguishers are also a must in 
the kitchen and bam s for once a 
fire gets out of hand a farmer’s life 
work can be wiped out in a few min­ 
utes.” 


Slight Price Drop 
For Commodities 
Shown by Survey 
For the second consecutive week, 
the Associated Press weighed whole, 
sale price index of 35 commodities 
dropped, declining to 190.13 Friday, 
compared with 192.1 the week before 
and 144.05 a year ago, in a report 
bo The Herald. 
The average 1926 
price equals IOO. 
It was the largest W’eekly drop 
since May. 
The grains and cotton component 
took the biggest tumble, hitting 220.7 
against 228.41 the week before. The 
food component was next, standing 
at 159.21, down from 161.04 a week 
ago. 
Other components losing ground 
were industrials and livestock. The 
non-ferrous metal component was 
unchanged. 


Sole gainer of the week was the 
textile component, advancing to the 
year’s high of 223.89, compared with 
222.07 a week ago and 149.86 a year 
ago. 
Individual commodities declining 
were com, wheat, oats, cotton, eggs, 
coffee, butter, hogs, lambs and lin­ 
seed oil. 
Gaining were rubber, turpentine, 
cocoa, flour, lard, cattle, rye, wool 
and cotton cloth.

THE BONE CROP OF THE EARLY 
80s 


Ben Middleton chuckled 
as 
he 
pocketed the $3 dollars for his load 
of bones. He had dumped them at 
the large stockpile on North First 
an djust east of Pine Street in Abi­ 
lene, but paused to watch the load­ 
ing of another freight car before 
joining his friends. 
They were his 
neighbors, all living in the Guion 
community and these two had each 
when they told him of the $1.50 re ­ 
brought in a load of wood. 
‘ Well boys.” Middleton drawled 
oeived for their wood. 
‘'This is one 
time that hard work didn't pay off. 
Here you sweat for hours chopping 
and loading your wood, while all I 
do is pick up a pile of nice smooth 
bones. 
And then my fare brin?s 
twice as much as yours. 
FII stick 
tob ones—as long as they last.” 
This harvesting of the “bone crop” 
florished throughout W est Texas in 
those early 80’s and many a new ­ 
comer owed them to his very liveli­ 
hood. 
Several years were required 
before a farm er could m ake a crop 
Not only m ust a virgin ‘‘hardpan” 
be broken but all m anner of insects 
and ground pests must also he com­ 
batted, for the country was preval­ 
ent with wild life. 
And since the 
West was undeveloped, even largely 
uninhabited, there were no estab­ 
lished trades nor industries in which 
those covered wagon settlers could 
work 
Thus these bones, the residue of 
the great buffalo kill of the 70’s, 
came in quite handy. Sold to east­ 
ern m anufacturers, they were used 
in the making of fertilizer and of 
a bleaching m aterial needed in the 
refining of sugar.

‘‘It was a most picturesque spec­ 
tacle,” says W. A. McCormick, an­ 
other early Taylor Countian, in de­ 
scribing 
those 
weird 
stockpiles. 
“Long queues of wagons poured to 
the concentration grounds and the 
piles of bleached, brittle bones roach­ 
ed as high as the houses.’’ And the 
same scene was being enacted all 
the way through West Texas. 
The bones sold by their weight. 
They first brought $8 a ton deliver­ 
ed at the pile, but as they became 
scarce the price soon rose to $21 and 
$22 a ton. 
An interesting incident is told 
in this connection. 
“Old 
Man” 
Bryant, a form er buffalo hunter 
who lived in K ent County at the 
mouth of Dry Duck Creek, hauled 
his gathered buffalo bones into Colo­ 
rado City. 
He always spent the 
night enroute on Lone Wolf Creek. 
Here he would back his loaded wa- 
and allow the bones to soak over- 
gon into the rocky bottom ed creek 
night. 
His load is said to have al­ 
ways brought a fourth again as 
much as that of his neighbors. 
“This bone crop continued large 
for sometime,” said C. E. Gilbert, 
founder of the Abilene Reporter. 
“In July, 1881, there were 33 cars of 
495 tons shipped out of Abilene; in 
August there were 37 cars of 555 
tons, and in September, 39 cars of 
585 tons, 
in fact,” he concluded, 
“it was so large that it was predict­ 
ed that when the bones were all 
s'one. trade would be non-existent, 
until W ednesday morning.

IO spot markets 
average 31.00 cents per pound on 
Thursday, September 25, as com­ 
pared with 31.89 cents a week earlier 
and 37.57 a year ago. Prices declin­ 
ed steadily during most of the week. 
The basis or spread between De­ 
cember futures and spot prices nar­ 
rowed and was about ‘‘oven" at the 
end of the week as compared with 
15 points a week ago.

Rheumatic Heart 
Disease Takes Toll 
Among Children 
Jones County parents are advised 
by State Health Officer Dr. George 
W. Cox that rheumatic heart dis­ 
ease is now the first cause of death 
among children aged IO tao 14. and 
is second only to tuberculosis at 
ages 15 to 25. Despite the Impor­ 
tance of this disease its epidemiology 
is not completely established. 
No 
vaccine such as those that prevent 
typhoid, diphtheria, smallpox and 
whooping cough has yet been de­ 
veloped for its prevention or control. 
We do know, however, some of the 
danger signals, and with the physi­ 
cian’s accurate diagnosis some of 
the damaging results of the disease 
may be presented. 
Exposure 
to 
frequent 
chilling, 
damp or over-crowded living quar­ 
ters. a poor diet. an attack of scarlet 
fever, a bad cold or other infection 
caused 
by 
certain 
streptococcus 
germs are likely to be predisposing 
factors in the appearance of rheu­ 
matic fever. 
I Dr. Cox points out that in general 
the danger signals of rheumatic 
fever are pain and swelling In the 
joints of the knees, ankles, elbows 
or wrists. The pain usually is felt 
In one of these coaters and spreads 
to the others. 
Oftentimes a child 
will get irritable and crass without 
any visible signs of a good reason 
for this attitude; he may cry easily 
to develop habits of nervousness. 
A 
physician should be consulted at 
once in such a situation, for these 
symptoms may be the beginning of 
rheumatic fever.

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County Adrent Asks 
Farmers to Clean Up 
Rubbish on Premises 


County Agent H. C. Stanley Jr. I 
warned Jones County farmers to J 
dispose of rubbish accumulations 
promptly. 
“Otherwise." the ascent 
said, “the waste material may dry 
out and become ideal tinder for a 
discarded match or stray spark.' 
Many 
farmers, 
burdened 
with 
farm chores, are apt to let piles of 
rubbish, leaves and grass lie around 
for weeks, the county agent stated. 
“Disposal of this waste should come 
under the heading of farm ‘house­ 
cleaning’. Not only are the piles a 
definite fire hazard, but they are 
unsightly and often breed disease.” 
Piles of moist mr.-lure and other 
rubbish have been known to ignite 
jy spontaneous combustion, he point­ 
ed out. “Very often farmers ‘touch 
off’ the piles by uncovering the 
damp underlayers. 
On being ex­ 
posed to the air, the piles catch on 
fire.” 
“Because of the fire hazard that 
is always present around such piles, 
farmers should keep approved fire 
extinguishers handy,” Fowler added. 
“Extinguishers are also a must in 
the kitchen and barns for once a 
fire gets out of hand a farm er’s life 
work can be wiped out in a few min­ 
utes.” 


Feed County Soil 
For Fatter Crops, 
Agent Is Urging 


“Feed the land and fatten the 
crops.” 
T hat’s the slogan which H. C. 
Stanley Jr., county agent, would like 
to see in operation on every farm in 
County County. 
Stanley tarings the slogan to at­ 
tention now because ifs time to 
“feed the land” with winter legumes, 
which (help furnish soil fertility 
that fattens the crops. 
Winter legumes can be planted, 
says Stanley, as soon as there is 
enough moisture in the soil to work 
it properly. 
Legume seed bhat has been in­ 
oculated lias produced the best crop 
of green manure. Stanley says th at 
proper seed inoculation is a neces­ 
sary phase of legume growing, if 
the producer wants to get the most 
benefit from his winter cover crop. 
Fertilization is just as necessary, 
says the county agent, in areas 
■where Soils and rainfall will make 
good use of the fertilizer. 
On the better types cf Jones 
County soils Stanley recommends 
200 to 400 pounds of 20 per cent 
super-phosphate per acre, or its 
equivalent, while on light, sandy 
soils and old fields, It will toke 300 
to 400 pounds of 0-14-7 commercial 
fertilizer per acre to get the job 
done. 
Stanley labels winter legume grow*. ) 
ing one of the biggest steps In the 
current 
7-Step 
Cotton 
Program 
which thousands of Texas farmers 
ire carrying on in the state. The 
7-Step Program, a balanced cotton 
farming plan, includes "soil 
im ­ 
provement,” and inoculated, ferti­ 
lized legumes, turned under pre­ 
ceding ca^h crops, 
is a money­ 
making scil improvement step. 
The agent is urging oJnes Coun­ 
ty farmers to obtain their legume 
seed, fertilizer and inoculant and be 
ready for legume planting 
when 
soil moisture permits.

For the second consecutive week, 
the Associated Press weighed whole­ 
sale price index of 35 commodities 
dropped, declining to 190.13 Friday, 
compared with 192.1 the week before 
and 144.05 a year ago, in a report 
to The Herald. 
The average 1926 
price equals IOO. 
It was the Largest weekly drop 
since May. 
The grains and cotton component 
took the biggest tumble, hitting 220.7 
against 228.41 the week before. The 
food component was next, standing 
at 159.21, down from 161.04 a wreek 
ago. 
Other components losing ground 
were industrials and livestock. The 
non-ferrous metal component was 
unchanged.

THE BONE CROP OF THE EARLY 
80s 


Ben Middleton chuckled 
as 
he 
pocketed the $3 dollars for his load 
of bones. He had dumped them at 
the large stockpile on North First 
an djust east of Pine Street in Abi­ 
lene, but paused to watch the load­ 
ing of another freight car before 
joining his friends. They wrere his 
neighbors, all living in the Guion 
community and these two had each 
when they told him of the $1.50 re­ 
brought in a load of wood. 
“Well boys.” Middleton drawled 
oeived for their wood. 
“This is one 
time that hard work didn’t pay off. 
Here you sweat for hours chopping 
and loading your wood, while all I 
do is pick up a pile of nice smooth 
bones. 
And then my fare brines 
twice as much as yours. 
T*!l stick 
tob ones—as long as they last.” 
This harvesting of the “bone crop” 
florished throughout West Texas in 
those early 80’s and many a new­ 
comer owed them to bls very liveli­ 
hood. 
Several years were required 
before a farmer could make a crop. 
Not only must a virgin “hardpan" 
be broken but all manner of insects 
and ground pests must also be com­ 
batted, for the country was preval­ 
ent with wild life. 
And since the 
West was undeveloped, even largely 
uninhabited, there were no estab­ 
lished trades nor industries in which 
those covered wagon settlers could 
work. 
Thus these bones, the residue of 
the great buffalo kill of the 70’s, 
came in quite handy. Sold to east­ 
ern manufacturers, they were used 
in the making of fertilizer and of 
a bleaching material needed in the 
refining of sugar.

And the 
same scene was being enacted all 
the way through West Texas. 
The bones sold by their weight. 
They first brought $8 a ton deliver­ 
ed at the pile, but as they became 
scarce the price soon rose to $21 and 
$22 a ton. 
An interesting incident is told 
in this connection. 
“Old 
Man” 
Bryant, a former buffalo hunter 
who lived in Kent County at the 
mouth of Dry Duck Creek, hauled 
his gathered buffalo bones into Colo­ 
rado City, 
He always spent the 
night enroute on Lone Wolf Creek. 
Here he would back his loaded wa- 
and allow the bones to soak over- 
gon into the rocky bottomed creek 
night. 
His load is said to have al­ 
ways brought a fourth again as 
much as that of his neighbors. 
“This bone crop continued large 
for sometime,” said C. E. Gilbert, 
founder of the Abilene Reporter. 
“Tn July, 1881, there were 33 cars of 
495 tons shipped out of Abilene; in 
August there were 37 cars of 555 
tons, and in September, 39 cars of 
585 tons. 
In fact,” he concluded, 
“it was so large that it was predict­ 
ed that when the bones were all 
eone trade would be non-existent, 
until Wednesday morning.
